Live  poultry  receipts  July  6,  truck  133,927  lbs,  express  411 
lbs,  total  134,338  lbs.  Corresponding  day  last  week!  truck  115,140  lbs,  1116  lbs  by 
express,  total  116,256  lbs.  (includes  poultry  to  be  dressed  for  local  and  intermarke 
distribution).  Reported  wholesale  prices  on  Grade  A quality!  fowl  27-|-28^,  roasters 
FRYERS  AND  BROILERS  31-32,  OLD  ROOSTERS  AND  STAGS  23^-24s  CAPONS  UNDER  8 LBS  34|r, 
Baltimore*  Live  poultry  receipts  light,  market  firm,  prices  unchanged. 

Boston!  Poultry  market  continues  firm.  Receipts  apparently  a little  heavier  in  most 
quarters  today.  Dealers  anticipate  more  stocks  later  on  in  the  day.  Prices 
CONTINUE  IN  THE  SAME  RANGE  AS  PREVIOUSLY  REPORTED.  RECEIPTS  TOTALED  67582  LBS.

LBS.  AS  COMPARED  WITH  211,826  LBS  A WEEK  AGO.  MOST  OF  THE  SHIPMENTS  CON- 
TINUED from  Iowa  by  truck  although  two  cars  from  Iowa  were  included  in  the  arrivals. 
Old  stock  largely  fowl  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  supply.  Scattered  lots- of  young 
stock  appearing  but  this  volume  not  large.  Shortage  of  feed  expected  to  stimulate 
a greater  proportion  of  this  class  AS  well  as  a freer  movement  of  hens.
